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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the Invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 10-11, 13-16, 19, 20 and 25-32 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Otani et al. (2003-04470). 

As to claim 1 , Otani teaches in a speech recognition system a method for 
providing weighted grammar (recognition dictionaries) for address recognition purpose, 
comprising: 

Retrieving grammar comprising plurality of candidates; 

Receiving a present location signal from navigation apparatus; and 

Nanrowing down the list using weighting coefficient that takes geographical 
location into consideration (Par.57; Par.0045). 

As to claim 2, Otani teaches where the location affects the grammar retrieved. 

As to claim 5, Otani teaches where both the location of the navigator as well as 
maps are used. 

As to clairn 6, Otani teaches where the distance between the vehicle location and 
retrieved place name is considered (par.0045). 

As to claims 10-11, Otani, teaches where the location and geographical based 
weighting coefficient is meant to modify the scores the multiple recognition candidate. 
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Claims 13-16, 19, 20 and 25-32 are analogous to the claims above and are 
rejected for the foregoing reasons by Otani et al. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for ail 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3, 4 and 17-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Otani as applied above, and further in view of Strom et al. 

(20030004717). 

As to claim 3, Otani doesn't explicitly say where population affects the grammar 
weight. Strom however teaches a method for weighting a speech recognition grammar 
where the grammar is weighted according to the population (par.0022-0027). It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary sl<ill in the art at the time of applicant's invention 
to combine the two arts as cities with high population have higher grammar usage. 

As to claim 4, Storm also teaches where popularity is considered when weighting 
grammars.
